Many years ago a smart man remarked that 
Bourbons never learned and they never forgot." 
f Ie was talking about the former rulers of France, j 
whose indifference to changing public needs and standards 
produced the f rench Revolution. 
Since then it has been customary to use the term 
Bourbons to describe any ruling group which stays to long 
in power, grows fat and bloated and unresponsive to pub­ 
lic opinion, and tries to defend itself by dogma which has I 
long since lost its timeliness. 
I he dictionary recognizes this special meaning of the 
word "Bourbon," and g ives this definition; " A ruler or 
politician who clings obstinately to ideas adapted to past 
conditions." 
By any yardstick, the New Deal Democrats have 
come to deserve the name of ‘ Bourbons." I hey have been 
so long in power that they have lost all sense of responsi­ 
bility to the American public. Washington has become
